This is better than the low license 
sy stem which permits all sorts of com ­ 
mon sa loons to exist, and in connection 
with loca l option such a law works well 
and gives public sa tisfa ction. 
Bnt this 
act will not sa tisfy the prohibitionists nor 
the low license people. 
Experim ents have 
shown no l>ctter way of trea ting the drink 
question than through the local option 
principle. 
By tha t method the people be­ 
come their own masters of the situa tion. 
They can at their own option either ex­ 
clude or admit tho sa loon. 
Out of the 
many experiments in liquor legisla tion 
some common sense law ought to be found. 


A W or l d ' s Exposition is proposed to be 
held in New York city in 1 8 9 2, tha t date 
being the four hundredth anniversary of 
the discovery of America.

N e w Y or k , May 1 1 .— B e h ind th e scencs 
of a theatre is not an interesting place, usually , 
and its inaccessibility is a g ood thing in pre­ 
serving the air of m y stery and ideality so essen­ 
tial to stag e work. But ou the occasion of the 
Couldock benefit, the actors employ ed were so 
famous and the rules so relax ed th at a moderate 
company keenly enjoy ed the m eeting of Edw in 
Booth, Lawrence B arrett, John Gilbert, Joseph 
Jefferson, C. W. Couldock and a num ber of 
lesser dram atic personag es. Much of their talk 
was commonplace, of course; but at leng th 
some person spoke of an account published 
th a t m orning of Richard MaiiHiield s attem pt 
to represent the dual character of Dr. Jeky ll 
and Mr. Hy de. The form er is a g ood and rotund 
man in the story , y ou w ill remember, w ith a 
benevolent sort of face, while the latter is a 
wizen scoundrel, w ith an ug ly , evil visasze. It 
was said that Mansfield had undertaken to show 
the contrasted faces by means of contortion 
alternated with calm placidity . In the slang of 
th e stag e, he had “ mug g ed it.” Mr. Booth re­ 
m arked: “ I rem em ber th a t my father alway s 
urg ed actors of 'character' parts to rely as little 
a* possible on 'm a k e up ,’ and to practice th e 
rig ht ex pression by an artistic control of tho 
muscles of the face, even when the ex pression 
was one which had to be steadily m ainta’ned 
throug hout the play . He did so very g enerally 
himself. 
As Sir Giles Overreach he did not line 
his face at all, and aliout the only paint he used 
was for the production of the desired com plex ­ 
ion—not for ex pression. 
'"That is g ood a r t; certainly ,“ said Mr. Jeffer­ 
son, who stood there in the g uise of Bob Acres, 
ready to appear in “The Rivals,” “but when 
y on 
play juveniles at m y ag e it is the obliteration 
of lines, not the m aking of false ones, th at re­ 
q uires the brush. Speaking of y our father's 
idea, thoug h, rem inds me of an actor in his 
com pany who found it ex trem ely difficult to 
obey the rule. Ho could put his mobile face in­ 
to the correct erim aee at the outset, before the 
g lass in his dressing room, but could not hold 
it persistently . He would be a m ost atrocious 
villain at first sig ht, but when the audience cot 
well acq uainted with him, and the action of the 
dram a req uired him to g et wickeder » ml wicked­ 
er, his face would steadily smooth ont. 
Many a 
tim e y our father scoided him for this, and at 
last perm itted him to paint on the necessary 
lines.” 
“My ex perience has been sing ular,” said Mr. 
Gilbert. “I beg an to plav old men rig ht from 
the commencement of my career, and, being 
boy ish then, I had to paint my face for ace very 
thoroug hly , I am now made up for Sir Peter 
Teazle, as y ou s ee, but, alack, the w rinkles are 
all natural. 
One after another, during about 
half a century , I have left off the artificial lines, 
until at last I have caug ht up with my stag e 
ag e.“ 
Mr. Barrett told about an actress whom he 
would not name. “But she had a pretty as well 
as mobile face,” he said, “and that is a com bina­ 
tion not often found. Strong ex pression does 
not commonly g o with lovely features. How­ 
ever, it. was so in this instance. The lady prided 
herself a g reat deal on her facial delineation, 
but she had the same difficulty m entioned by 
Mr. Booth—she couldn’t be sure of just what 
she was looking like when away from her g lass. 
So she alway s had a tiny m irror about her toi­ 
let—in a fan, as an adornm ent at her wrist, or 
in som e other place where the audience would 
not detect it. W henever she would become in 
the least uncertain of her face she would g lance 
Into the m irror and readjust her features.

leg al purposes Sunday lasted over until one 
o’clock Monday morning , but of course such a 
ruling did not hold. There is nothing like a de­ 
nial to sharpen the thirst of tipplers, and since 
the present H ew itt crusadebeiran thousands of 
bibulous New Yorkers have spent their Sunday s 
try ing to evade the law. A sim ple and practica­ 
ble way is to lay in a private stock of drinkables 
on Saturday nig ht am iconsume it behind closed, 
locked doors; but there seems to be little fun in 
that, and so parties of men, from dudes to 
toug hs, roam abont town on Sunday evening s in 
search of accessible bars. They don’t find t hem, 
and by m idnig ht are tired, th irsty and ag g res­ 
sively resentful. At precisely m idnig ht some of 
the Broadway g rog g erie.* turn np their latches 
and g as for the one honr of business, and verv 
brisk business it proves to be. It is unlikely 
that drinking was ever auvwhene m ore furious, 
and the ebriety of New York is g reatly de­ 
creased by one, when on the stroke of the clock 
tho bars areauain shut.

They stand wholly aloof from this movement, 
which has wrought such wonders in the elec­ 
tions of the past five weeks, from Kansas and 
\Y isconsin to Ohio and Michigan, seeking to 
thwart its action, hinder its success, and disor­ 
ganize its ranks. 
The Union Labor party is to hold a State 
Convention in this state, and so a rival conven­ 
tion of the “ George party ” must be held as an 
offset to it. 
The Union Labor pnrtv is about to 
begin the work of 
organization, and so the 
“ George clubs” are started, not for the purpose 
of cooperation, bnt as agencies of division. 
The Union Labor party invites harmonious ac­ 
tion, but its invitation la repulsed, and official 
letters are sent out from the “ George headquar­ 
ters" which bear the brand of disunion upon 
every line, and stand in antagonism to all who 
refuse to subscribe to the “ George theorv” or 
take out a live dollar charter for a “ Land and 
Labor club. ” So it goes along from beginning 
to end. 
If this coercive policy were founded 
upon devotion to a fundamental principle of 
the Labor movement, it would be deserving of 
respect; but it looks far more like a succedan- 
enm for promoting the schemes of the “ mana­ 
gers” who, as w,ks discovered after last fall’s 
election, had play ed foul with the Labor vote in 
the interests of monopoly . 
Surely a great national party cannot thus gain 
the worthy ends which Labor has so long been 
in pursuit of. 
Surely the elements of the New 
Political Forces cannot thus be united for prac­ 
tical service. 
Surely the broad platform of the 
Union Labor party does not- invito such opposi­ 
tion from any man desirous of Labor's victory 
in the country at large.
